Loss by Defalcation of 
W. P. Durkan, Who Used 
Funds for Mine Deal.

EMPLOYE DISCOVERED . 
EMBEZZLEMENT JAN. 2 


Vice President Involved in 
the Irregularity Resigned 


and Gave His Bank Stock | 


to Aid Restitution. 


Restitution to the City Trust Co. | 
1132 Washington avenue, of $25.,- 
130, embezzled last month by Wil- 
liam P. Durkan, one of the vice 
presidents and active manager, has 
been made by the president and di- 
rectors, who demanded and 
ceived Durkan’s resignation. 


The money used by Durkan was 
paid out of the bank’s funds by 
him on three drafts drawn on the 
bank by the Toomsboro Clay Co. 
of Georgia, which mines chalk clay 
used in paper making. 

The five officials had sought to 
keep the embezzlement from the 
public, and it is understood no de- 
mand for restitution has been made 
under Durkan’s bond. An officer 
of one of the bonding companies 
that is surety on the bond professed 
ignorance of any embezzlement. 

President Admits Irregularity. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter 
obtained the facts, Bernard Greens- 
felder, counsel and a vice president 
of the bank, got a statement from 
Jacob E. Lasky, president, in which 
the irregular transaction by Dur- 
kan is admitted. 

The bank is a member of the 
Federal Reserve System, but not 
of the St. Louis Clearing House 
Association. It clears through an- 
other local bank. 

Durkan is 45 years old, and 
lives with his wife, a son and 
daughter at the Usona Hotel, 5000 
Waterman avenue. He has been 
with the bank about 10 years. His 
salary was $6000 a year. Prior to 
his connection with the City Trust 
Co. he was with the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank and the National! Bank 
of Commerce. 

He also resigned 10 days ago as 
president of the Remedial System 
of Loaning, Ine., 301 Chemical 
Building, which he reorganized two 
years ago. This company under- 
writes deferred payments on auto- 
mobiles and has no connection with 
the City Trust Co. An audit of 
the Remedial books, immediately 
after Durkan’s resignation, 
showed that accounts were in 
proper shape, it was announced. 

Employe Foung Embezzlement. 

The embezzlement was discov- 
ered the afternoon of Saturday, 
Jan. 2, by an employe in the bank 
and promptly reported to Presi- 
dent Lasky. 

Confronted with this informa- 
tion, Durkan admitted the transac- 
tion, according to Lasky, who 
thereupon demanded and received 
DPurkan’s resignation. 

The following day, Sunday, all 
the directors were apprised of the 
embezzlement and an audit was 


re- 


ordered. 
Tuesday, Jan. 5, with Durkan re- 
maining at the bank without office 
or salary to assist them. 

Durkan at no time would discuss 
with anyone the embezzlement nor 
the nature of the transaction with 
the clay company, confining him- 
self to the bare admissiow that ft 
was a personal transaction with 
the bank’s money. 

Sidener Without Facts. 

Neither officials of the bank nor 
of the bonding companies would 
discuss possible prosecution of 
Durkan. 

Commenting on the embezzie- 
ment. Circuit Attorney Sidener 
said publication by the Post-Dis- 
patch was the first information he 
had of it. 

“Tf any action is asked for by 
the bank officials or 


ment.” said the Circuit Attorney, 
“I will present the embezzlement 
to the grand jury. It would not be 
advisable to do this without some- 
one with the facts willing to go 
before that body.”

Gives Stock in Restitution. 

He owned 50 shares of the 
bank's stock, which has a book 
value of $150 a share and which 
he pledged to the bank to ald in 
the restitution. 

Examinations of the City Trust 
Co. by agents of the State Finance 
Department and the Federal Re- 
serve System were made about a 
year ago, showing the institution to 
be in a sound condition. 

The following official statemeut 
of the embezzlement was issued 
yesterday by Jacob DB. Lasky of the 
Franklin Furniture Co., president 
of the bank: 

“On Jan. 5. 1924, if was brought 
to the attention of the directors of 


the City Trust Co., a member of 


the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis, that three drafts aggregat- 
ing’ $25,130.79 had been drawn on 
the trust company by the Tooms- 
boro Clay Co. of Georgia and that 
these drafts had been paid by W. 
P. Durkan, vice president of the 
company, without authority. When 
confronted with these facts, Mr. 
Durkan admitted the truth there- 
of, since when full restitution has 
been made and said drafts have 
Deen paid. 

“Neither the capital stock, sur- 
plus nor undivided profits of the 
bank nor the interests of the de- 
positors or stockholders have in 
any way suffered from this trans- 
action. 

Bank Suffers No Loss.’ 

“Immediately upon discovery of 
this transaction an audit was made 
by \Charles P. English, a certified 
public accountant, who with seven 
assistants made a 16-day examina- 
tion of the company’s affairs and 
found that there were no further 
irregularities. Mr. English further 
reported that all notes held by the 
company agreed with the amount 
shown; that he examined the col- 
lateral held as security and found 
same to be correct. Bonds were 
verified by actual examination and 
by a certificate from the State 
Treasurer, all of which checked up 
with the company’s books. The 
cash on hand and in the vault was 
counted and found to correspond 
with the company’s daily . state- 
ments and all accounts with bank 
correspondents were also _ verified 
and found to be correct. 

“The drafts have been taken up 
and the total amount made good 
to the bank and it has not suffered 
any loss whatever on account 
thereof. The directors of the trust 
company are convinced that the

Suspension of Wife Slayer’s’ 


| Sentence to Be Sought Hour 


Before Time for Hanging. 


An eleventh-hour effort to save 
the life of Walter Cc. Cockrar, 
Belleville wife murderer, sentenced 
to be hanged at Nashville, Iil., to- 
morrow, will be made at Nashville 
by Charles A. Karch, counsel for 
the defendant, at 9 a. m. tomor- 
row. The execution fs ordered for 
between 10 a. m. and 4 p. m. 

Karch will ask Circult Judge 
Louls Bernreuter to suspend exe- 
oution of sentence for 26 or 25 days 
until he ha#opportuinty to perfect 
an appeal to the Illinols Supreme 
Court. Karch said last night that 
Cockran was sentenced Jan. 26. 
which leaves only 21 working days 
for preparation of the appeal. 

Those preparations, he explained, 
include writing of 800 pages of rec- 
ord of the trial, preparation and 
printing of an abstract and prep- 
aration of briefs and arguments. 

Karch sald that he expects the 
court to grant a stay of execution. 
“It would be judicial murder to do 
otherwise,” he sald. 

State’s Attorney Lindauer of 
Belleville said last night that he will 
oppose granting of a stay. He sald 
he does not believe that a trial 
Judge, after fixing the date of exe- 
cution, can further interfere in the 
matter. Any stay of execution, un- 
der those circumstancea, must come 
from the Supreme Court, Lindauer 
sald.

A meeting of Candler and Mrs. de Bouchel 
took place in the presence of Asa Candler Jr., 
and the two talked over their difference, but 
no reconciliation was reached or retraction 
made, although it is said that the elder Cand- 
ler was at the point of collapse when the in- 
terview ended. In the course of the meeting 
Mrs. de Bouchel endeavored to getCandler 
to name the man who had made charges 
against her—charges that she had entertained 
men in her hotel room at night during the 
Confederate reunion—but this her erstwhile 
fiance steadfastly refused to do. Mrs. de 
Bouche! afterwards said that he was weeping 
when he left the room, after telling her that

No “Price Class” 


There are only two kinds of automobiles today. Eco- 
nomically produced cars which give you more for your 
money. And cars which are not, and give you less.

A very interesting analysis of 


commodity prices has just been 
made by the National Automobile 
“Chamber of Commerce. Prices of 
pre-war days were eompared with 
those of today and it was found 
that the only articles that are 
cheaper than in 1918 are automo- 
biles, accessories and gasoline. 

Using the 19138 dollar as stand- 
ard, the analysis proved that that 
dollar now buys 111 cents worth of 
automobile, 101 cents worth of gas- 
oline and 123 cents worth of tires. 
And this despite the fact that the 
dollar has shrunk in value. 

In most commodities the 100- 
cent dollar of 1913 is now a 60- 
eent dollar. 

To a great extent this low price 
of automobiles accounts for the tre- 
-mendous increases in motor-car 
‘purchases. Of course, better high- 
ways and the desire of humanity 
for quicker, better transportation 
also has much to do with increased 
demand. Still, the fact that better 
cars and better accessories may be 
_purchased today with a dollar 
which goes further has much to 
do with thé added production.

And because of the desperate need thus thrust 
upon the surgeons, they attempted and accomplished 
things never done before. Those who were skill- 
ful. before the war, became magicians. Young them- 
selves in many cases, and realizing the dark tragedy 


of disfigurement for youth, they put their whole, 


hearts into the work. 

Disfigurements accompanied wounds im~ other 
wars. and resignation had to begin where skill left 
off. But this time, skill didn’t leave off so easily. 
And of the marvels brought about in all branches 
of surgery. the wonders of the - ome work most 
completely capture the mind of anfone who really 
understands what has been accomplished. 

Refore the World War, few of the most skillful 
and raputable surgeons specialized in facial op- 
erations. There was not a sufficient number of 
seriously disfigured faces to fire the ambition of the 
best surgeons. There was, of course, nothing con- 
temptible in such work, but those who did it were 
apt to be laughed at by the rest of the profession. 

It needed a great war, and the poignant realiza- 
tion that a ruined face meant the spoiling of @ young 
man’s life, to lift plastic surgery to. {ts present 
height in public and professional esteem. 

Many of the surgeons who gained fame in re 
building the faces of soldiers are transferring the 
benefits of plastic surgery to civil life. Though

The “hump” in her nose was removed, and 


shell and shrapnel wounds, burns by liquid fire, are 
worse than anything which civilians are apt to en- 
dure, almost every day brings accidents which make 
social pariahs of the disfigured victims. 

Also there are cruel deformities of nose and 
mouth; harelip, cleft palate, abnormalities of the 
jaw or ears, and hideous birthmarks which ruia 
otherwise attractive faces. There are too, the ray- 
ages of illness, grief or age which often shut the 
door of a profession in the face of a man or wom- 
an, or end the happiness of love. 

That these disfigurements need no longer be 
borne is the wonderful legacy from the soldiers and 
the surgeons. The operating skill which might not 
have been developed, but for the soldiers’ despair, is 
now at the service of all who need it. 7 

The best of the great plastic surgeous of war 
fame do not scorn to help persons who suffer, 
though they never fought, and they are now making 
beautiful those who were hideous and_ restoring 
youthful charm to the old, thus relieving depression 
of the soul and producing a genera! physical change 
as beneficial as the change in a scarred, stained or 
wrinkled face. 

There is scarcely a phase of plastic surgery as de 
veloped for the treatment of war wounds that can- 
not be applied as well to “civil cases,”” according to 
Dr. J. Paul Ferfiel of Chicago, an authority on the 
subject and himself the creator of some remarkable 
examples of face rebuilding. Dr. Fernel special- 
izes largely in nose-reshaping, and has probably 
rebuflt and repaired more of these useful organs 
than almost any other plastic surgeon In America. 

To concave noses he has gfven bridges: convex 
ones, he has reduced to clear Grecian outlines; bent 
noses he has straightened; Cyrano noses he has.re- 
Geemed from the possibility of ridicule: and ¥an 
ished noses he has recreated in their old likene=s 
from photographs—all withont leaving a ecar, for

HIS is a story of today that began 
about 4000 years ago.

thieving contractor centuries ago, exactly in the 
same manner in which the fellahs of the present day 
sell every stone they can lay their hands upon. Prof. 
Macalister, respectful of the security of the ancient 
remains he has discovered, is obliged to cover them 
up again with earth, so as to protect them against 
the desecrating greed of builders of the day. 

“Step by step Prof. Macalister takes us along the 
methodical path of his careful investigations, and 
sentence by sentence produces the proof of what 
is now clear to his mind: that the place where Zion 
stood—the ancient City of David—has been discov- 
ered at last. His repory will provide absorbing rea4-

Brief excerpts from Prof. Macalister’s report serve 
to show the extraordinary importance of his dis- 
coreries.

We can well 
understand the taunt which the Jebugites hurled 
over its battlements at David, to the effect that 
blind and cripples could keep him out.. This wall 
ran along the top of thé upper scarp, and it was con- 
structed of great blocks of stone, much larger than 
those usually employed for building pufposes.

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Man s Eftort to Get Power 


From Earth's Internal Fires, 


By ERNEST BRENNECKE. 


HIS story was suggested by two notable 
feats of modern engineering: 
1. At Larderello, near Florence, in 
Northern Italy, there’ was-quietly con- 
structed during the war a power plant 
which differs from any other in the 
world. It uses no coal, no oil, no gas; 
it burns no fuel of any kind. Yet it continually 


delivers energy to the extent of 10,000 horsepower, | 


which, transmitted over electrical wires, actually 
runs all the street cars in the City of Florence. 
This is accomplished by making use of the natural 
voleanic steam which is found in the earth at this 
point. This steam heats boilers, the boilers drive 
immense low-pressure turbines, which in turn drive 
electric dynamos and deliver the power for the en- 
tire surrounding district. The whole entefprise is 
at. present being successfully handled by the “So- 
cieta Boracifera di Larderello.”’ 


Sir Charles Parsons, inventor of the steam tur- 
bine, has recently suggested that in this feat we have 
the solution of the world’s fuel problem. He has 
formulated a plan whereby inexhaustible power 
can be similarly produced at any point on the earth 
by means of the construction.of immense boilers, to 
be sunk many feet underground in order to absorb 
and thus to utilize the intense natural heat of the 
furnace which lies beneath the earth’s “crust.” 

2. With regard to the transmission of such power, 
Dr. Nikola Tesla has indicated that in the future 
expensive electrical transformers and high-tension 
overland lines may be unnecessary.. He believes 
that electric power in large quantities can be de- 
livered by radio. To demonstrate the feasibility 
of this revolutionary idea, he erected a huge steel 
tower of novel design near Shoreham, Long Island, 
just before the war. The high-frequency currents 
generated in a power plant at its base were to be 
radiated from its cupola into the ether and would, 
Tesla claims, serve to light electric lamps and drive 
electric machines at any distance, provided they 
were “tuned” to the correct wave length. Unfor- 
tunately, the Tesla tower had to be dismantled 
during the war. 

Will volcanic power, and wireless transmission 
of energy, solve the problem presented by the world’s 
rapidly diminishing coal supply and its increasing 
demand for industrial power? Many scientists think 
so. The fuel in the earth’s crust is not inexhausti- 
ble; some day there will be no more. But the in- 
ternal fires beneath us will probably burn as long 
as the human race exists. 


This story is an attempt to realize some of the 
wonders that will be accomplished if these ideas 
can be successfully developed. That such develop- 
ment is actually in progress is proven by the an- 
nouncemeént that an organization of American cap- 
ital, to be known as the Italian Power Co., will 
finance on a larger scale than hitherto has been at- 
tempted the experimentation with Italy’s hydro-elec- 
tric resources already so auspiciously begun. 

Nov. 5, 1949.—The recent proposal to erect the 
next world power plant on Long Island, N. Y., fol- 
lowing closely upon last month’s disaster in Sicily, 
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makes it advisable, I think, for me to describe for 
my readers the conditions as I observed them at the 
Italian-Syracuse unit on the Island of Sicily just a 
few days before the explosion which blew up the 
three corners of the island. 

The secrecy which surrounded the workings of 
the internationally controlled machinery has thus 
far resulted in a lack of understanding of the con- 
ditions which attended it. We have heard much, 
of course, of the sudden and overwhelming destruc- 
tion of the Sicilian stations, with the consequent 
horrible loss of life all over the world and the 
paralysis which has fallen over the world’s industry. 
But few of us have been permitted to know just 
what happened there and why. As there is now no 
longer any reason for concealment and as the next 
stations may be constructed in this country, I feel 
it is only right to inform our public of the cir- 
cumstances. 

As we all know, since the summer of 1935 all the 
machinery of the world has been driven by elec- 
trical energy delivered by radio from Sicily. The 
huge “power houses” which converted coal or oil 
into electrical power early in the century had ceased 
to exist. “‘Coal mines” had been shut down. Steam 
locomotives and steamships had been scrapped. A 
wireless antenna and tuning coil, supplied by the 
International Government for every house, every 
ship, every train and airplane, gathered in from the 
ether all the energy necessary to supply light, heat 
and power of every description. 

This energy, we knew, was radiated from central 
plants in Sicily. As it was my privilege as the guest 
of the International Inspector-General to visit these 
plants at the end of September last, when they 
were still in full swing, I shall attempt to give my 
impressions of that visit. 

Our electric plane crossed. directly over to Sicily 
from Lisbon, making the journey in a little more 
than an hour. 

Thus we came in sight of Palermo, the famous 
“Plant No. 3,” whose 20 small steel towers radi- 
ated all the low-pressure energy used for homes, 
offices, private automobiles and aircraft of small 
dimensions everywhere. A few minutes later we 
were wheeling over Messina and the location of 
“Plant No. 2." Here we observed the 10 600-foot 
towers from which our own machine derived its en- 
ergy. Fymally we @ame in sight of Syracuse, our 
destination, at the southeast corner of the island. 

“Plant No. 1” was an imposing sight from the 
air. Five steel network towers, each~800 feet high 
and surmounted by its mushroom-shaped cupola, 
were arranged in a semi-circle, grouped around the 
edges of the huge buildings which housed the elec- 
trical high-frequency apparatus. Swiftly we de- 
scended, landing gracefully on the roof of the main 
building, where the International Power Control 
had its headquarters. 

The Inspector-General, an energetic, youngish 
man, was kind enough to explain_to me something 
of the workings of this, the largest power plant in 
the world, as we observed the various stages of the 
manufacture and distribution of energy. 

“This is Plant No. 1,” he said, “and it radiates 
power at exceedingly high pressure for large ocean 
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power by radio, and the 
high frequency currents

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liners, the most powerful locomotives and the air 
leviathans. The five towers send out waves of 
100,000 meters in length, which, as you know, are 
picked up by the transpacific water and air liners on 
the other side of the globe.” 

We paused before a glass partition, through which 
we observed a huge chamber filled with a series of 
radial and oval copper coils some 50 feet in diameter 
and 40 feet high. 

“The high-frequency transformers,” explained my 
guide. “Here the electric power from the gener- 
ators below us is converted into the powerful elettro- 
magnetic waves delivered to and radiated by the 
towers above us.”’ 

A lift took us down several stories. When we 
stepped out we found ourselves on the ground level 
walking down a concrete corridor. The Inspector- 
General pressed a button in the wall and two im- 
mense doors slid open. A rush of rather musical 
sound overwhelmed our ears. One noticed that it 
emanated from colossal electric dynamos, far larger 
than any I had ever seen, incessantly whirring. 

“These generators,” said the General, “are driv- 
en by the steam turbines which we shall inspect next. 
They deliver their current to the transformer coils 
which you haye already observed in the floor above 
us. Let us descend again. MHere’s the lift.” 


Down, down sank the lift for what I judged to 
be eight or nin@stories. As we emerged my nostrils 
began to burn with the hot, pungent air they were 
forced to inhale, and my eyes required several min- 
utes to accustom themselves to the brilliant white 
glare of the lamps. Here was an immense vaulted 
chamber, in the midst of which five circular turbines 
combined their unearthly roars. I had’‘to swallow 
continually to relieve my eardrums of what I judged 
to be the increased atmospheric pressure. Here were 


grimy workmen, their faces smudged with oil and 


black grease, busily climbing up and down iron lad- 
ders and trailing lubricating machines along. the 
aisles and galleries. 

“My inspection ends at this point,” remarked the 
General, ringing for the lift again, looking at a 
pressure gauge and wiping his brow as he prepared 
to ascend, “but if you wish to go all the way down 
and visit the lower boilers where the internal heat 
of the earth generates steam for these turbines, 
you may accompany the chief of works here.” 

I accepted gladly, although I was already feeling 
slightly seasick, and put myself under the care of 
the chief, a kindly, elderly gentleman, who, as I 
discovered later, had been responsible for the final 
designs of the plan. I accompanied him into his 
office, where we put off our coats and collars and 
got into what seemed to me to be a species of div- 
er’s uniform. Spherical helmets were screwed on 
over our heads and air pressure .regulators were 
slung over our backs. 

“We're going down almost a thousand feet,” he 
explained, laconically. 

A small tubular elevator dropped us down. The 
ears were relieved by the helmets, it is true, but one 
soon felt uncomfortably hot. When we stepped out 
of the lift tube I could hardly keep my balance. But 
I wasn’t dizzy. It was the ground rocking beneath 
me like a boat in a moderate sea. 

There was little to be seen in this dimly lighted 
vault, except many enormous cylinders, studded with 
pressure gauges, some 25 feet in diameter, rising 
out of the floor and disappearing into the concrete 
ceiling. The main boilers, I knew, were another 
200 feet below. These cylinders were but sections 
of the pipes which conducted water down to the 
‘boilers and steam up from the boilers to the tur- 
In a few moments I signaled my de- 
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because of the perspiration that was pouring down 
my body in small streams, but also because I was 
thinking of the boiling lava caldron such a short dis- 
tance beneath my feet. 

In the chief’s office once more I was given an in- 
sight into some of the dangerous aspects of: the 
plant’s workings. Would that those dangers had 
been more acutely realized by the Inspector-General! 

“Every day,” said the chief, “‘the increasing de- 
mands of the world’s industfy force us to deliver 
more power. Already our machinery? is working 
far above its full capacity. Beneath us the earth’s 
crust is comparatively thin. This is a volcanic dis- 
trict, as everyone knows. If this crust is still more 
violently disturbed and further broken up it will 
soon be unable to withstand the increased pressure 
to which we are subjecting it. I have suggested 
that another plant be built somewhere on the Eu- 
ropean mainland or in America, but so far the In- 
ternational Control of Industry has refused to see 
my reasons. Any day now the boilers down below 
may explode; there will be a tremendous snubter- 
reanean volcanic upheaval and our plant will be in- 
stantly blown up and destrpyed, together with all 
of us who are in it. The same is very likely to 
happen at Messina and Palermo and at about the 
same time. My workmen and technicians realize 
this, but they are sticking to their jobs. They are 
all heroes. Now that we have no more wars, hero- 
ism shows itself in ventures of this kind.

And, as we all know now, the chief’s predictions 
have all turned out to be true. The world is just 
beginning to recover from the catastrophe which fol- 
lowed the collapse of the Sicilian stations. 

Now we are thinking of erecting another triangu- 
lar system on Long Island, with towers at Montauk 
Point, Orient Point and Port Jefferson and with 
boilers thousands of feet underground. But we hope 
that our present engineers and later our Industry 
Control will profit by the lessons of the Sicily dis- 
aster. 

The world power plant which came to such ea sud- 
den- and spectacular end on the island of Sicily had 
been built there for the obvious reason that Sicily 
is in a volcanic region. Earth’s internal fires are 
more easily accessible there than at most other 
points. But this advantage, as later events proved 
all too tragically, was more than offset by the 
perilous thinness of the earth’s crust. 

As the need of more and more power arose 
throughout the world, and the Sicilian stations were 
compelled to develop more and more current for 
radio transmission, the. strain became greater than 
either the machinery or the trembling rock strata 
beneath jt could bear. Even today, it is not known 
whether the tremendous explosion was initiated by 
a shifting of the rock strata, which pinched the 
boilers, or whether the bursting of the boilers 
served to touch off great subterranean activities. 

But if Long Island is chosen for the site of the 
new power stations, this danger at least will be 
much minimized. It is not a volcanic region. The 
borings will have to be carried to a much lower 
depth, which necessarily will entail a far heavier 
expense. The completed plants, however, will not 
be nearly so hazardous for the employes, and there 
will be little chance of interruption in the service, 
hy another explosion.

For many years operations for the 
correction of “hump” noses have been 
common enough, but they have always 
necessitated a cut lengthwise along the 
bridge of the nose. When the “hump” 
was chiseled from the bone, the skin 
was drawn up, clipped and sewn. Quite 
often this left a scar along the nose. 

Dr. Fernel reasoned that if the bone 
could be reached from the inside, the 
problem of the scar would be solved. 
After many experiments he devised a 
revolving chisel, operated by a dentist's 
motor. The chisel, or burr, is pine- 
apple-shaped and at the end of a shank 
perhaps six inches long. All but touch- 
ing it, at one side, is a spoon-shaped 
guard to prevent the burr from lacerat- 
ing the flesh. Inside the nose, which 
has been treated with a local anesthetic, 
an incision is made hardly the width of 
the little finger nail. 

Into this incision the burr, protected 
by the guard, is slipped and in jig-time 
the humped bone is cut down to the de- 
sired contour. 

Operations cf this kind formerly re- 
quired two to three hours. With the 
burr they are done by Dr. Fernel in 20 
to 30 minutes, there is no scar and the 
flow of blood from the incision is so 
slight that it is not necessary even to 
pack the nose. ° > 

A washing out of the nostril with an 
antiseptic, a few minutes’ rest and the 
patient goes abont his or her ortinary 
affairs with nothing more than a slight 
tenderness of the nose, which disappears 
in 24 hours. 

Here are three of Dr. Fernel’s re- 
cent operations. One was for flattening 
a child’s ears, which were so prominent 
as to give a look of deformity to an 
otherwise charming head; one was for 
rejuvenating an elderly face that sagged 


into double chin and let wrinkles flow 
into the neck; and the third was per- 
haps the most interesting to watch—an 
operation for removing puffiness around 
the eyes. : 
For the eye case, Dr. Fernel marked 
the zone of operations just beneath the 
lower lashes with a blue pencil. The 
marks took the form of a crescent and 
gave the surgeon the méasure of skin 
which must come out. A few pricks 


with a hypodermic needle injected a lo-}. 


cal anesthetic of cocaine, and the patient 
chatted with the operator not only while 
a sharp, razorlike instrument nipped out 
the superfluous half-moon of skin, but 
while stitches of black silk, like heavy 
eyelashes, sewed the painless, superficial 
wound. 


The same operation was repeated 
above the eyes; and at once it was seen 
that 15 years at least had been removed 
as by a fairy wand from the woman’s 
face. The whole affair was over in less 
than-an hour; and at the end of two 
days the patient would have the stitches 
removed, with no trace of a scar where 
they had been. . 


“There is no trick or mystery about 
this ‘transformation,’ as some peoptc 
call it,’’ Dr. Fernel said. “Any good 
surgeon can perform these operations; 
but he must have constant practice at 
facial work to gain the requisite skill. 
The fine technical points about the op- 
eration are two: knowing precisely how 
much cuticle to remove and drawing the 
edges of the cut together with such me- 
ticulous exactitude that no dragging, 
thickening or overlapping can possibly 
occur or any scar remain.

Sometimes he was merely a buddy of 
the missing man. He would visit the 
bereaved parents and deliver a “last 
message.”’ Jim, or Jack, or Billy, had 
fallen at Ypres, fighting gloriously; and 
his last words were: “Tell Dad and 
Mom that I carried on to the last.’’ This 
pathetic tale would draw money as well 
as tears. Johnson lived fairly well on 
the cash he extracted by means of these 
vile deceptions. 

When he was sentenced in police 
court for obtaining money from Mrs. 
Batchelor on false pretenses, he smiled 
and hobbled away on his cane. No doubt, 
he felt that, because he was young, he 
would have chances a-plenty to resume 
his comparatively easy-money profession 
when‘he got out of jail. 

In sentencing the prisoner, the Judge 
remarked: 

“Words would be wasted upon a man 
like this. He is a most thorough 
scamp. Such a despicable fraud as ap- 
pears here I have never known in all my 
official life. It goes beyOnd the be- 
lievable.”’
